Farmers’ Union, in Dublin yesterday, the 
President, Mr. B. A Builer; drew atten- 
tion once more to the plight of Irish 
agriculture. Prices, he said, were still at 
a low level. In some districts potatoes 
had been sold during the past year at less 
than pre-war rates, while there had been 
a more or less steady fall in the prices of 
cattle, pigs and horses. Wages, of course, 
continue to be preposterously high; and 
the campaign against the railways has 
raised a terrible barrier between the 
farmer and his markets: Losses and 
delays of all sorts are his lot, and 
the despatch of perishable produce 
has become a dangerous gamble. Further- 
more, the railway companies have been 
hit so hardly: by the civil war that 
they have been unable to give farmérs 
any facilities in regard to freight 
charges, with the result that the Irish 
exporter is at a Wery serious disadvantage 
in comparison With his numerous com- 
petitors. Mr, Butler's conclusion from all 
these disturbing facts is that, unless pro 
duction costs can be reduced or, in the 
alternative, the prices for corp, potatoes 
and flax can be raised, the area of tillage 
in Ireland is bound to be decreased con- 
siderably in the near future. This is not 
the condition of affairs to which Irishmen 
were encouraged to look forward ander 
self-government; but, unfortunately, Mr. 
Butler’s pessimism seems to be only too 
well founded. 

In his admirable analysis of the farming 
industry before the Agricultural Commis 
sion on Monday, Mr, Reeves, of Reeres- 
mount, Athy, warned all Irish producers 
that they need not hope for any rise in 
the prices of agricultura] produce. The 
British market is Ireland’s only market, 
competition. is becoming keener 
every day. The temporary disappear- 
ance of Russia from the race for 
supremacy has brought a rise in the 
prices of eggs and butter; but so soon 
as her export trade begins again— 
as, sooner or later, it must dSegin—prices 
will start to fall immediately, and tHe 
Irish farmer will “be faced with another 
crisis. There are two ways in which he 
can consolidate his position. In the first 
place, he can—in fact, he must—rednce his 
costs of production. The principal factors 
against which he must fight in this respect 
are exorbitant wages and high railway 
rates. If the farmers band thémselves, 
strongly together, they can compel the 
labourers to adopt a more reasonable atti- 
tude. In this respect the Government 
can help the farmers. We do not agreo 
with the charges which Mr. Heffernan 
made yesterday against the late Pro- 
visional Government and the present 
Government of the Free State, but we 
certainly think that all the forces at the 
nation’s command onght to be employed to 
stamp out agrarian’ Bolshevism. The 
farmers pay two-thirds of the total 
taxation of the eountry, and, therefore, 
are entitled to the mazimum amount, of 
protection which the Government is able 
to give them.

There was a time when Irish 
butter and Irish eggs were second fo 
none in Europe, but -'as! that time is no 
more. Now Denmai: s pride of place, 
not as a result of any natural superiority, 
but simply because she has applied 
scientific methods to agricultural produc 
tion. Every egg that comes from Den- 
mark is stamped with an officia] mark 
through which it can be traced immediately 
to its origin. Danish eggs are wrapped in 
clean straw, packed in clean, well-made 
eases, and generally are a credit to the 
country which produces them. Irish eggs, 
on the other hand, are not stamped at 
all, and often are packed in dirty straw. 


| Danish butter is carefully graded, and 


pthe-Danes take good care that every 
ounce of it is of excellent qualitr. Irish 
butter may be good or it may be bad. 
Every thing depends on the personal honesty 
of the exporter, as there is no check of 
any kind on the butter which leaves the 
country. While this condition of affairs 
is allowed to continue the Irish farmers 
cannot expect to hold theirsown against 
their foreign rivals. The English and 
Scottish peoples are prejudiced im favour 
of Irish produce, but they sre not such 
fools as to prefer Ireland's worst to Den- 
mark’s best, In this respect our farmers 
themselves are largely to blame, and we 
hope that, as a result of Mr. Reeves's 
statement, early reforms will be instituted. 


“The Old House.” 


Two phrases were constantly on the 
lips of Irish politicians during the long 
years when Home Rule was in issue at 
Westminster, One was, “ The floor of the 
British House of Commons,” and the 
other, “ The old House in College Green.”’

The passionate demand of Parnell’s and 
Redmond’s time, for the historic site, has 
ceased to exist. In the Senate yesferday 
Dr. W. B. Yeats could plead nothing more 
urgent than a “general feeling” in its 
favour. It would be an interesting thing 
to analyse the causes of the recent change 
in popular sentiment—the sudden indiffer- 
ence to-a tradition which has inspired 
generations of Irish orators. Perhaps, the 
achievement of the fact of self-government 
has served to make the symbol less im- 
portant, Perhaps, the events of the last 
two years have made a completé breach 
between the old Ireland and the new. 
Perhaps, the heavy cost of freedom—which 
continues to be exacted—has brought dis- 
illusionment. A any rate, it is clear that 
the site of the new Parliament House will 
be chosen not merely on grounds of senti-

Nations, political parties and schools of 
thought will remain the victims of an 
obsession for long periods. Sometimes, as 
in the case of the German war obsession, 
calamity ensues. More often the obsession 
disappears in @ healthy re-awakening of 
general common-sense, What an obsession 
ean do in the way of destroying tho moral 
fibre, the prosperity, the prestige and the 
enterprise of a nation is illustrated by the 
present condition of Spain. The Spanish 
obsession is Morocco. The Spaniards, 
stripped of the remains of their great 
colonial empire by the Spanish-American 
War, went into Morocco in 1909, full of 
enthusiasm for the task of laying the 
foundations of a greater Spain. During 
the ensuing twelve years they have poured 
óut blood and treasure in inconceivable 
quantities—all to no purpose. The Riff 
tribesman remains the virtual master of 
the Spanish Moroccan zone, and Spain is 
no nearer to conques® of the wretched 
scrap of comparatively Worthless territory 
than she was in 1909. Six Governments 
have fallen as the result of crises arising 
oat of Moroccan affairs. The culminating 
| disaster came in 1921, when a large Spanish 
army was defeated, leaving ten thousand 
dead on the field and losing over a thousand 
priséners to the Riffian enemy. The 
remnants of the Spanish prisoners have 
been redeemed for a heavy ransom and on 
@nerous terms by a civilian negotiator. 
Now it is realised that, before she can suc- 
ceed in Morocco or anywhere else, Spain 
must be built up anew—that the whole 

ial, political and military life of the 
country must be re-made. The heavy 
price of Spain’s obsession is a warning to 
other nations to pursue the paths of 
sanity. 


Postal Services? 


Ta the last analysis the standard of 
civilisation reached by any country end 
the plane of efficiency attained by it are 
judged by smal} facts rather than by large 
ideas. A pinch of up-to-date practice is 
worth a pound of resonant theory when 
the progress and enlightenment of 2 
community come to be assessed by its 
neighbours. Originality of thought or 
institution may provide a community 
with the sirs and graces of civilisa- 
tion, but conformity must supply the 
foundation cn which it \rests. Southern 
Ireland, now a Free State, is entitled to 
work out her own destiny in her own way, 
but still is caught inextricably in the com- 
plicated web of human intercourse thai is 
the keynote of civilisation. We look for a 
closer contact with the movement of things 
~with the world’s commerce and industry 
and the ameliorating influences of life. 
Yet almost the first fruit of established 
freedom is the fact that the English mail— 
that is to say, the world mail—is being 
delivered e+ce instead of twice a day. At 
the height of the war with England, as 
«ome call it, and at all times during the 
eventful life of the Provisiona] Govern- 
ment, Dublin business men got a delivery 
of English mails, including newspapers, 
hetween seven and eight o'clock in the 
evening. Now the mails that reach Kings- 
town at five, and Westland row at six, in 
the evening are not delivered unti] the 
following morning. It is the Post-master- 
General’s duty to give the citizens of 
Dublin an adequate postal service. That 
which was given under the British récime 
had many defects ; but we might be content 
if the Free State would maintain its 
standard.

TO BE MADE PERMANENT, 


The’ final lecture of the Lady Ardilasn 
Lectures for 1923 on “ The Work and Place 
of Richelieu ia French History ' was delivered 
last evening at the Alexandra College, Dublin, 
by Principal Grant Robertson, before a large 
audience, 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, 
announced at the end of the lecture that Lady 
Ardilaun had decided to make the lectures 
permanent, 

The lecturer, who was cordially received, 
said that the year 1529 witnessed the second 
act so far as Richelieu’s foreign policy was 
concerned, when, with the aid of the cele- 
brated monk, Father Joseph, he put a tre- 
mendous spoke into the wheel of Austria and 
Spain. From 1418 to 1629 war had been 
raging, and the House of Hapsburg had 
smashed the Protestant resistance, and was 
considering practically what, terms Austria 
would grant to the Protestants to put an end 
to the business. 

In considering the great figure of Richelieu 
at this‘ pericd in French history they were 
often told by students that Richelien was in- 
human. He (the lecturer) differed profoundly 
—he considered that the Cardinal was one of 
the most human beings that one could come 
across in modern European history. He 
suffered always from ill-health, and all through 
Richelieu’s life they saw a will moulding a 
feeble human body and a powerful mind to 
the service of his country by absolate sacrifice 
of self. If that was not a great human 
achievement, he was afraid that he (the lec- 
turer) did not know what a great human 
achievement was. 

On the one ‘hand, Richelieu was stamping 
out bit by bit all the weakness and developing 
all the strength in his character; and. on the 
other hand, they found an intense love and 
devotion to his own family. If they could cut 
out the hearts of statesmen and examine them 
they would frequently be astounded at what 
were the real ambijions of the men. Thev 
found Richelieu hankering through life for 
fame as an author, but unequal to the achieve- 
ment through lack of literary ability. There 
was nothing more pathetic than the picture of 
the Cardinal writing bad prose when the time 
might have been more profitably employed. 
Among bis great works he founded the Uni- 
versity oí Paris and, above all, the great 
College of the Sorbonne—probably he would 
have liked to have been a great scholar as 
<= -E the time allowed. 

6 founded the first great newspaper in 
France; he established the first antes Under 
of nursing nuns; he established a standing 
army in France, and many of the departments 
of the Administration he established lasted 
right down to the French Revolution. Be- 
tween 1624 and 1646 Richelieu adapted a very 
Joosely built Administration to the modern 
needs of the growing France of the 17th century. 
tie centralised the local provincial Adminis- 
tration, as well as the National Government. 
and that centralisation was so much in 
accordance with the French spirit that it had 
survived even the period of the revolution, 
and France to-day possessed one of the most 
centralised systems in Europe. When 
Richeliea died in 1642 the French frontier 
was safe—his job was done, the Paris danger 
bad been practically killed, and the House of 
Austria was in a very different position as 
regards France to what it had been in 1624. 
{ Applause. ) 

he Archbishop of Dublin, in expressing 
thanks to Principal Grant Robertson for his 
series of lectures, said that he also had to 
express their gratitude to Lady Ardilann 
for having made it possible for them to have 
so profound a student of European history 
amongst them. (Applanse.) And not only 
had he to express gratitude for that par- 
ticular coyrse of lectures, but he might let 
cut a little secret in saying that this gracious 
lady had decided to make the course of 
lectures associated with her name permanent, 
and they would have the Lady Ardilaon 
lectures for all time. He did not know 
whether, in fifty years time, those attending 
the Alexandra College would have as de- 
lightful a course of lectures as those that 
they had listened to; but if the students of 
f.fty years hence enjoyed the lectures half as 
well as they had enjoyed the series by Prin- 
cipal Robertson, then Lady Ardilaun wil! 
have added substantially to the sum of 
human happiness and the adrancement of 
knowledge. 

Principal Grant Robertson, who was 
warmly applouded, in acknowledging the 
compliment paid to him, said that be re- 
echoed the tribute that the Archbishop had 
paid to Lady Ardilaun, He did not think 
that any greater public service could be ren- 
dered to Ireland at the present period in her 
history than that something should be done 
to advance in this country the learning of 
European history, and, above all, of French 
history. (Applause.)

Little Interest in Commons

° LONDON, Thursday. 

Colonel Walter Guinness, in introducing 
the Army Estimates in the House of Commons 
to-night, was in a very pessimistic mood ; and 
he spoke gravely of the risks we were running 
by scrapping an efficient army to economy. 
The Army aim had been reduced this 
year by -£10,000,000. whilst the personnd 
showed a falling off of 55,000 men. 

It was, in bis opinion, unsafe to go further 
in the direction of cutting down. He quoted 
the opinion of the Army Council, that, with 
the present reduced army, we were facing the 
same heavy risks as before the war, with 
the added disadvantage of greatly decreased 
reserves. 

Fearful of further reductions, parents were 
disinclined to enter their sons for Sandhurst. 

With regard to the Territorial Army, which 

must be considered as the real second line to 
the Imperial Army, it consisted of 6,000 
officers and 150,000 other ranks. 
* Colonel Wedgwood’s answer to the Under 
Secretary for War on the question of risks 
waa that risks depended on our foreign policy, 
and those risks would be great!y diminished 
if we had an International Conference on the 
lines of the Washington Treaty to deal with 
military armaments throughout Europe. 

The subsequent debate was conducted in a 
very scanty Honse, and was mainly confined 
to service members, who were by no means 
agreed as to what constituted a model arm. 

Major Atlee, who sits as a Labour member 
for Limehouse, pleaded for the democratisa- 
tion of the Army by throwing open the 
Guards and Cavalry Regiments; but the best 
thing of all, in his opinion, wonld be to do 
away with the necessity for an army at all 
by securing peace at home and abroad. 

The vote was agreed to. A vote of 
90 millions on account was passed without 
discussion. 

The Bastardy Bill was read a second time, 
and the House adojurned at 12.15.

A YEATS REVIVAL, 


Last night at the Abbey Theatre, before 
a fairly large audience, Mr. Yeats’ “The 
Shadowy Waters’’ was revived after an in- 
terval of nearly twenty years. Mr. Yeats 
play was followed by Mr. Edward McNulty’s 
three-act comedy, ' The Courting of Mary 
Doyle.” ; 

At first sight “The Shadowy Waters 
seems to be a simple imaginative play. For- 
gael, half pirate, half magician, is threatened 
by the revolt of his followers; they sight 
another ship, board her, slay a king, and 
capture his queén. She demands vengeance, 
but Forgael casta his spell over her, and then 
over his followers, who would strike hm 
down. Finally, all depart in the second ship 
but Forgael and Dectora, the queen. The 
psychology of Forgael is not very easy to 
understand. One cannot quite follow why 
he should have taken the course he did; why 
he should have woven his spells around 
Dectora. 

The staging and production of the play were 
effectively done. Mise Crowe, as Dectora. 
was the best of the cast; she spoke her lines 
simply and with charm. Mr. Arthur Shields, 
as Forgael, began on too high a note—other- 
wise his acting was goorl. 

The best acting of the evening, however, 
was in Mr. MeNoulty’s pizy.

TEXT OF RELIEF BILL. 

The following is the text of the Douhls 
Taxation (Relief) Bill :— 

DOUBLE TAXATION (RELIEF) BILL 

‘*1—Wherever under any law from time to 
time in force in Great Britain or in Northern 
Ireland env tax is for the time being payable 
in respect of a subject of charge in respect of 
which a corresponding tax is yable in 
Saorstat Eireann it shall be Jawfnl for the 
Executive Council of Saorstat Eireann to enter 
into a provisional arrangement with the 
British Government, and, if the case shall so 
require, with the consent of the Government 
of Northern Ireland, for the granting of relief 
in cases where there is a charge both to the 
Irish Free State tax end to British tax 
in respect of the same subject matter. 

* 2.—It ¢hall be lawful for the Governor- 
General of the Irish Free State by order made 
on the advice of the Executive Council to con- 
firm any such provisional arrangenf#nt as is 
mentioned in the foregwing section, and there- 
mpon such provisional arrangement shall, as 
from the date of such order or any later date 
specified in such order, but subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, have effect as if enacted in 
this Act. 

“S.—An Order made by. the Governor-Gene- 
ral of the Irish Free State under this Act 
shall only have effect by virtue of thie Act if 
and so long as the arrangement confirmed by 
sach order, in so far as it relates to the relief 
to be granted from the British tax, has the 
effect of law in Great Britain or in Nor 
thern Ireland as the case may be. 

‘*4.—Every Order made by the Governor- 
General of the Irish Free State under this 
Act shall forthwith be lad before Dail 
Eireann, and if Dail Eireann shall within 
twenty-one days which #& has sat next 
aiter such Order was laid before it pass a re- 
solution requiring the revocation of such 
Order, such Order shall be revoked and an- 
nnlled accordingly, but without prejudice to 
the validity of anything previously done under 
such Order, 

“5.—The obligation as to secrecy imposed 
by any enactmentfwith regard to a tax on 
which an son made by the (sovernor-Gene- 
ral of the Irish Free State under this Act re- 
lates shall not prevent the disclosure to any 
authorised officer of the British Government of 
euch facts as may be necessary to enable relief 
to be duly given in accordance with the ar- 
rangements confirmed by such Order.’*

SIR JOSEPH McGRATH, LL.D. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Joseph M'Grath, LL.D., which took place res- 
terday morning at his residence, Clyde road, 
Dublin. Sir Joseph had been in ill-health for 
a considerable time, and his death was not 
unexpected. 

Sir Joseph M'Grath, who was the son of 
Mr. Pierce M‘Grath, of Bagenalstowra, Co. 
Carlow, was born in 1858, and at an early age 
went to St. Stamislaus’ College, Tullabeg, 
afterwards going to Clongowes. Both these 
colleges were under ‘the control of the Jesuit 
Order, and in them Sir Joseph obtained a 
sound knowledge of the classics. He then en- 
tered the Royal University of Ireland, gra- 
duating as an LL.D. In 1892 he was called 
to the Irish Bar, but, his tastes being of a 
literary kind, he did not seek to practise as 
a barrister. Afterwards he became a mem- 
ber of the Senate of the National University. 
In time he was elected Secretary of the Uni- 
versity, in which he took a keen interest. 

Sir Joseph M‘Grath was an active man, as 
may be gathered from the fact that he was a 
Life Governor of the Roya! Veterinary Col- 
lege, a Vice-Chairman of the Nationa! Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
and Honorary Secretary to the Clongowes 
Union since its foundation in 1397. He was, 
in addition, a Vice-President of the Royal

He 
fiscloses the fact that he was asked to become a Senator, but declined, 


unless the seat of Government was transferred to London. 


Mr. Shaw has a typically Shavian solution. for Ireland's present

A PARALLEL WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 


Mr. Shaw, in his article, tells how, when 
pounded as to becoming a Senator of the Irish 
Free State, he replied that he would consider

man could give.” : 
He paints lurid pictures of the present state 
ot Southern Lreland, where the main body of 
industrious and orderly citizens, the only body 
that can possibly restore order, is paralysed, 
and exhibits to the world, and especially io 
the English, a most contemptible spectacis. 

He draws a parallel between what is happen- 
Ing in Ireland and the normal state of cer- 
jain South American Repubiics, and says 
there is nothing to prevent it going on for a 


-hundred years, unless appropriate measures 


are taken to prevent it. 

& What,” he asks, “are these appropriate 
measures’? " They are fairly obvious. First 
register the whole population as the British 
Covernment did in 1915 under pressure of the 
war. 

“ Every citizen should receive on registra- 
tion, not only his card, but a gun (in ike 
cenera! American sense) and a supply of am- 
munition. He should be warned that if he 
were found at any time without that weapen 
loaded, and ready to his hand, he would be 
¢rrested and charged with having unlawfully 
disposed of it. 

“If be cleared himself from that he would 
still be heavily fined for neglect of duty. 

“Further, 1t should be impressed on ‘him 
that if, on receiving an official alarm by 
whistle, bell, maroon, or what not, or on 
hearing shots or cries for help, or sounds of 
disturbance, in the streets, he did not at 
once sally from bis house, weapon in hand, 


. hy night or day, to co-operate with his neigh- 


boars in shooting down all rioters and in- 
cendiaries and arresting all persons whose 
registration cards proved them to be strangers, 
he would ‘be liabie to be shet for cowardice 
end desertion. : 

“The state of things produced in this way 
would be that which exists spontaneously in 
all pioneering settlements. What is needed 
in Ireland is that every man of military age 
should be made a special constable, and re- 
gistered, equipped, and badged accordingly.” 

Further extracts from the article are as

The Irishman is just as capable of civilisa- 
tion as the German or the Englishman.

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FLYING BICYCLES. 


NOVELTY PROMISED FOR THE 
SUMMER. 


- From Ovr Own Correspondent. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

Flying bicycles are being produced by many 
firms in preparation for the summer. A very 
great stimulus to this type of craft has been 
given by the gliding meeting near Lewes last 
summer, 

In England the de Havilland Company and 
the English Electric Company, among others, 
are producing tiny aeroplanes fitted with en- 
gines of eight and ten horse. power, and in this 
respect it is interesting to note that the Bristol 
Aeroplane Company have produced a emaller 
example of the well-known Jupiter engine 
called the Chernb, which weighs only 85ibs., 
and produces 18 horse-power, 

As the petrol consumption is only 12 pints 
per hour, and a speed of about 45 miles per 
hour might be considered a fair average for 
a craft fitted with this type of engine, it 
will be seen that the little dying bicycle wiil 
not be expensive to run. 

In Holland a little monoplane, which weighs 
only 207lbs, complete with its 9b. engine, 
is being produced. 

_Already there is considerable talk of flying 
bicycle clubs being formed in various parts of 
the country. It will probably be no unusual 
sight this summer to see a group of half a 
dozen or more little aeroplanes drifting slowly 
across the sky on a club run, 

They will be simple to fly and easy to land, 
as the landing speed will probably be not 
more than 25 miles per hour. 


CANADIAN STORE 
CATTLE. 


HUGE IMPORTS TO BE MADE 
THIS YEAR.

One hundred thousand Canadian store 
cattle are expected to arrive in this country 
from April 1, when the ports open, to the 
end of 1923.

WHERE HISTORY Is MADE.

Angora’ What does the word conjure to 
the European mind? Physically, Angora is a 
hill, one hundred acres in extent, conairting 
of a field of nice sticky mud, divided into 
long narrow strips—streets—and shaky, orne- 
storey buildings. The horizon is a forbidding 
circular range of snow-capped mountains. 
The three principal buildings— the railway 
station, Parliament and the hotel—pierce the 
sky-line at the dizzy heights of twenty fect, 
and stand out in silhouette. 

The Parliament is the seat of the Grand 
Assembly, while the railway station is the 
home of the Premier and a few Army officers, 
the Premier having two rooms facing the lines. 
The hotel is made of mud-brick, and ia shaved 
like the Wild West compound where Buffalo 
Bill used to withstand the Indian attacks. It 
has no bath, no electric lights, no running 
water, no wash bowls. The few guests who 
desire to wash do so in the water trickling 
from a barrel. Horses and other animals con” 
gregate im the court for food and conversation. 

The population of Angora consists of 65,000. 
Turks, mostly riding donkeys, and about 
twelve Europeans, who wear halpecks, mostly 
because they think it is becoming and also 
because there is some devilment connected 
with it. i 

Since the cinema was ‘burned down the 
social activities have been limited to drinking 
tea and indulging in long entomological dis- 
cussions. Yet European officials say that 
tue burning of the cinema is the only public 
improvement noticed. Now, however, the 
City Council is considering the practicability 
of constructing a side walx to the railway 
stetion. If the experiment proves successtul, 
it is planned to put in a couple of athers. 

The leading restaurant is situated opposite 
the hotel, and serves mutton chops, muiton 
stew, and mutton cutlets, a mena varied by 
frying eggs in mutton grease. At night the 
native intellectnals assemble in dingy coffee 
honses, scratch themselves, and play checkers 
arid other games of skill, as Angora forbids 
gemes of chance.

A good dea! oí the inner history of Ireland 
during the last forty years, together with 
some scores of excellent stories, are told by 
the Right Hon. Sir Henry Robinson, Bart., 
K.C.B., in his book, ' Memories: Wise and 
Otherwise.” which is published to-day by 
Messrs. Cassell, Lid. (15s.). 

Sir Henry says in the introduction that the 
book was written under great disadvantages, 
ior all the notes that he had prepared for the, 
bool and his private papers were destroyed | 
when his house was looted in August, 1922. 
Nevertheless, he has produced an admirable 
book. He has a pleasant style, and he had 
such @ vast store of material to draw upon 
that probably the book has gained, rather 
than lost, by the destruction of notes which 
must have recorded many incidents in de- 
tail. He gives intimate character sketches 
of no fewer than twenty Chief Secretarie 
and a host of Under Secretaries with who 
lie was associated, and his remarks do not 
lack candoar. 

A review of the book will appear in due 
course. In the meantime we give a few of 
its stories and sketches, , 


INSPECTOR AT 23. 

Sir Henry Kobinson’s connection with Irish 
edministration was due almost to chance, ' 
AS the age of 17 he was put into a London 
merchant's office, and told to carve his way 
t® fame and fortune. At the end of two 
yeats, however, convinced that the City was 
“no place for the likes of me,” he returned 
home resolved to work for the upper division 
of the Civil Service. At that time a com- 
mission to inquire imto the taxation of towne 
in Ireland had just started operations, an 
the young military officer who acted as tis 
scretary, “a man with no busimess training 
or bamp of order,” resigned.. Young Robin- 
fon was appointed as a ''siop-gap, but he 
proved such a enccess that the commission ine 
sisted on retaining his services, and in the 
following year he was asked to act as secre- 
tary to the commission that was investigating 
the poor law and lunacy administration. He 
visited every part of Ireland in this capaeite, 
and gained a remarkable knowledge of the 
country and ite problems. 

In 1879 he. wrote to the Under Secretary 
giving the result of hia observations at Co. 
Galway. With a voung priest he visited the 
mountain village of Derrvvoreda, “I never 
got such a shock before or since. The people 
were living skeletons, their faces like parch- 
ment. They were scarcely able to crawl. Even 
the few pigs and fowls were hardly able to 
“stand, and so far as Í could see there was not 
a house with any food in it.” 

His letter confirmed a report which had 
appeared in a Dublin newspaper, and resulted 
in his appointment, at the age of 25, as tem- 
porarv inspector to sunervise the work of re- 
fief in Mayo and West Galway—districts 
where the land agitation was acute. 

EFFECT OF A BIG TIP, 

On his first journey to the West the young 
inspector, who had been without sleep for 24 
hours, decided to rest in the train. Bat he 
made the mistake of giving too -big a tip to 
the guard, “‘ who marehed me with solemn 
steps and upright deportment to a carriage, 
locked me in and loudly assured me of his de- 
termination to keep my presence inviolate 
irom all other travellera of any degree. 

“ His solicititation for me, very real though 
it was, entirely missed its mark, so far as I 
was concerned, aw at succeeding stations he 
‘would throw open the door to the blinding 
storm and blaze his lamp into my eyes for 
the purpose of giving iniormation about our per

A FARMERS’ PARTY. 

An event of the past year, as far as farmers 
were concerned, was the formation of the 
Farmers’ Party. Despite many obstacles, in- 
cluding in some cases intimidation of various 
kinds, farmers succeeded in refurning seven 
members to the Dail, and their thanks were 
due to all those who went forward as candi- 
dates in their interests. They were promised 
an election some time in the latter half of this 
year. There would be 155 members in the 
Dail. Agriculture bemg the main industry in 
this coantry, and farmers constituting such a 
large percentage of the popuiation, there was 
no reason whatsoever why the present number 
of seven members should not be multiplied 
many times at the coming election. What the 
increase would be would depend on the earnest- 
ness and solidarity of the support accorded by 
the farmars to the men who would go forward 
in their interests. It was for each county and 
constituency to take immediate action in this 
matter of vital concern to their interests. He 
thought that they would agree that there was 
no one better fitted to look after the farmers’ 
interests than.a man put forward and elected 
by the farmers. themselves. 

They were promised ia the next few months 
a Land Bill, and he understood that the 
Minister for Agricultare had invited three 
representatives from the Unpurchased Tenants’ 
Association to meet three representatives of 
the landlords. Although there were difficul. 
ies in the way, he hoped that they would 

able to come to an artangements satiy- 
factory to both parties. There had been many 
Land Bilis in the past, and he recognised that 
the task of the Minister in bringing forward 
another bill was not an easy one,

DIF FICULTLES OF FARMING. 

On a discussion on the position of the agri- 
cuitara] industry and its future, Mr. Heffernan 
(South Tipperary) referred to the seizure of 
Cleeves’ factory in South Tipperary in 1922. 
Uo the 12th Mey Messrs. Cleeves’ workers 
took possession of the factory and hoisted: the 
Fed Flag, ‘which is the symbol of Com- 
munigm end Bolshevism.” The farmers de- 
cided that they would not support this action, 
and tried to get the farmers not to supply any 
milk to the creamery. If they had ail the 
milk suppliers in their organisation they would 
have ecotched it in a week. They only suc- 
ceeded in getting half the suppliers to bass 
the supply. Following that, farmers were 
threatened and intimidated, bouses were 
broken into, milk cana and separators were 
smashed, milk was spilled on fields and in the 
roadways. The Provisional Government was 
then in power, and must have been cognisant 
of what took place, “ but they left us hopeless 
in the hands of the Red Flag men.” The 
whole thing was instigated by what was called 
a Council of Action, and the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union would find it 


_ a es 


difficult to dissociate themselves from that 
action. 

When the Labour members stood up in the 
Dail and apoke about the restoration of law 
and order, it would be well for their deputics 
to tell them that they did not talk law and 
order: when the Red Flag was raised in South 
Tipperary. (Hear, hear.) Many of the 
farmers had lost considerably as a resalt of 
this action, and though they appealed to the 
Government they were only met with 
evasive answers. That was not the 


| way for a Government to treat people who 


supplied two-thirds of the taxation. They 
were now faced with the further difficulty that 
the few cattle of the farmers were to be seized 
to pay annuities which the fermers were un- 
able to pay owing to the action of the Red 
Flag men. He had come to the conclusion 
that they had no grounds for hope in the 
present Government. They did not look with 


have to wait patiently ontil the next election, 
when they could elect their own members. He 
bad estimated the loss, roughly, of the farmers 
affected at £25,000, and those people should 
oe compensated. 


A COMMISSION OF INQUIRY. 

Mr. Heskin (Waterford) gave details as to 
occurrences whith took place in the County 
Waterford following a dispute between farmers 
and employes. The strikers and the men re- 
sponsible for the occurrences that took place 
were encouraged by members of the present 
Dail in the Labour Party. 

Mr. Hoffernan said that in their case there 
was no dispute with the farmers. He proposed 
a resolution naming a deputation to wait on 
the Government with a view te asking that 
a Commission be appointed to inquire into the 
Red Flag dispute and the question of giving 
compensation to the farmers whe suifered 
losses thereby ; the Commission also to inquire 
into and deal with the allocation of moneys 
now held by certain individuals aa a result of 
the sale of Red butter.

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LONDON MERCHANT 
IMPRISONED. 


At the London Guildhall yesterday Howard 
Montagne egg! raed of Basinghall street, 
whose private address was given at the first 
hearing as Dyke road, Brighton, was charged 
with having unlawfully offered to procure 
morphine, heroin, and cocaine for the Tong 
Say Company of Amoy, China, contrary to 
the Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

The defendant’s counsel said that Humphrey 
desired to plead guilty. 

The defendant was fined £200, and six 
months’ imprisonment in the second division, 
this being the maximum alty. In default 
of payment, there would be three months’ 
additional imprisonment. 

Prosecuting cotunse] said that behind the 
screea of H. M. F. Humphrey, Ltd., hardware 
merchants, the defendant controlled a power- 
ful, secret, and wealthy organisation for deal- 
ing in cocaine and morphine. He employed 
shipping and banking facilities available to 
business men for the purpose of making hage 
profits by trafficking in dangerons drugs. e 
importation of druga, except by licence, was 
prohibited in Hong Kong under the Inter- 
national Opinm Convention. Last Octover 
the steamer Mishima Maru: was boarded off 
Hong Kong, and a Japanese named Tiew was 
arrested, together with four ¢éases of furni- 
ture. 

On the furniture being cut open it was 
found. te contain hidden in the upholstery 
2.400 ounces of morphine and 2 ounces 
of cocaine. The morphine was sufficient to 
provide 2,100,000 maximum doses; the cocaine 
would provide 4,575,000 doses. In Tiew’s pos- 
session were documents by which Humphrey 
was discovered. One document was a receipt 
to the Tong Say Company for £728, 
signed by Humphrey. Another document in 
the defendant’s writing contained directions 
relating to drugs in the furniture. A contract 
was also found between the defendant’s firm 
and the Tong Say Company for the supply of 
drugs, and a document. relating to a second 
ship with 2,500 ounces of cocaing and 600 
ounces of heroin. 

Tiew was sentenced at Hong Kong. The 
authorities intercepted correspondence be 
tween the Tong Say Company and the de 
fendant, vie Japan, relating to the Hong Kong 
discovery, in which they suggested changing 
codes. The defendant wrote offering to 
deliver for £5,000 drugs at Shaighaji without 
fear of loss, as he had a perfect organisation 
end friends among the Customs. The defend- 
ant suggested another shipment etyuivalent, 
said counsel, tó 874 million doses of cocaine, 
which would yield a profit of £79,000, and 
offered to go out and eee to the safe delivery. 

Defendant’s counse]) said that Humphre 
never had any drugs in this country. « 
was an intermediary between licensed dealers 
in France and dealers in China.

Colonei Gibboa (Wexford) asked why should 
they exclude the children of the agricultural 
labourers. They had heard a good deal of 
talk about red-fagism, but what were the 
farmers doing to secure education for the agri- 
cultural labourer, and nos leave him open to 
the preachings of those unsound doctrines? 
Whatever they stood for for their own chil- 
dren, they should also equally stand for for 
the children of the agricultural labourers. 

Mr. Nerney (Sligo) said that every count 
shonld have an agricultural college whic 
would be o to the sons of farmers. 

Mr. O'Kelly (Galway) pointed out that the 
standard of education required for the ex- 
amination ruled out the children of small 
farmers. 

Mr. Bollard (Wicklow) said that the demon- 
strations carried out were not an education to 
the people. They might have been a theo- 
retical success, but they were not a practical 
one. Agricultural education was no use if 
it did not prove that agriculture paid. 

It was suggested by a delegate that Mr.
